Robert Catesby, n Koman Catholic, conceived
the plun of blowing up the Houses of Purliamen
and thus destroying at » blow King, Lords, ant]
Commong, in order to revenge the severily of
the penal laws against the Catnolics. A mifne
was dug nnder the Houses of Parhament, and «
meeting of the House having been appointed,
Huy Fawkes, one of the conspirators, was a

mted to fire the train with u slow mateh.

here were, however, severnl Catholic peers in
the House, among othere Lurd Monteagle, who,
& lew days before the time anotntwl. received
an anonymous 12tter, which it eventunlly trons-
pired was written by Dame Dorotay Seiby, en-
treating his absence from Pariiament, and
whrniog lim ol a terrible impending danger.,

This aroused his suspicions, and s search
having been made, Guy Fawkes was found
among & quantity of powder burrels under the
Louse, with waterials for ignition on his per-
son. When wrested ne hnlrﬁ_\' avowed his pur-
pose, and was consequently condemmned snd
exceuted January 40, 1608, Ever since, the boys
carry about an etliey of Guy Fawkes on this
anuiversary, which they burn in some public
place in the evening, accompanyineg the confia-
gration with a display o1 nreworks.
